- Whereas the District Magistrate, Alleppey 
has made an order as per Proceedings No. P7-21991/81 dated the 4th July, 
1981, under sub -section ( 1) of section 21 -A of the Kerala Police Act, 1960 
(5 of 1961), prohibiting the holding of or taking part in anymass drill or 
mass training with arms or the carrying of arms in any procession in the 
entire Alleppey District; 

And whereas the said order is due to expire at 6.00 a.m.on the 4th day 
of October , 1981 ; 


And whereas theGovernment of Kerala consider that for the preservation 
of public peace or public safety or for the maintenance of Public Order, it is 
necessary that the said order of the District Magistrate shall continue to remain 
in force ; 


Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
sub-section (2) ofsection 21- A of the Kerala Police Act 1960 (5 of 1961), 
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the Government of Kerala hereby direct that the said order shall remain 
in force for a further period of 3 months with effect on and from the 4th day 
of October, 1981.

Explanatory Note 


It has been reported to Government that the promulgation of the 
prohibitory order in Alleppey District has enabled the Police to stop open 
training with arms and carrying of arms in processions by a section of the public 
which was distressing to others including the minority communities and it is 
necessary to continue the prohibitory order to prevent serious and vigorous 
attack and counter attacks by rival groups which will badly affect the law 
and order situation . Government are convinced of the necessity for the 
extension of the prohibitory order and the notification is intended to achieve 
the above object.

S. R. O. No. 1142 /81. - In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) 
of sub section (2 ) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central 
Act 10 of 1955) read with the Government of India , Ministry of Agriculture 
and Irrigation (Department of Food ) Order No. GSR 800 dated the 9th June 
1978 , published in the Gazette of India , Part II, Section 3 , sub section (i) 
dated the 17th June, 1978 and with the prior concurrence of the Government 
of India the Government of Kerala hereby make the following Order further 
to amend the Kerala Wheat Products (Éx Mill) Price Control Order, 1979, 
namely : 

1. This Order may be called the Kerala Wheat Products (Ex Mill) 
Price Control Second ( Amendment) Order, 1981. 

2. In the Kerala Wheat Products ( Ex Mill ) Price Control Order, 1979– 

(a ) for clauses 4 and 5 , the following clauses shall be substituted , 
namely : 

4. Fixation of maximum wholesale selling price of maida and sooji.- No 
Officer, or any other person acting on behalf of the Kerala State Civil Supplies 
Corporation shall sell or offer for sale maida and sooji specified in column (1) 
of Schedule II below , at a price exceeding the price specified in the correspond 
ing entry in column (2 ) thereof. 
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5. Fixation of maximum retail prices of maida and sooji. — No retailer or any 
other person acting on his behalf shall sell or offer for sale maida and sooji 
specified in column (1) of Schedule III below , at a price exceeding the price 
specified in the corresponding entry in column (2 ) thereof." ; 

(b ) in Schedule I, the entries " Atta ” and “ Bran " in column (1) and 
the figures specified against them in column (2 ) shall be omitted . 

(c) for Schedule II and Schedule III the following Schedules shall 
be substituted , namely :
